VALUE OF FROZEN WHEAT FOR 
HOG FEEDING 


The price of good quality wheat 
usually prohibits its use as a hog feed 
but when the grade is impaired by 
reason of frost, or other damage, with 
a corresponding lowering of price, the 
question of its feeding and “hog 
market” value is important. 

To obtain data relative to this im- 
portant question an experiment was 
conducted at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, during the 
fall and winter of 1927-28 with the 
object in view of not only determin- 
ing the feeding and “hog market” 
value of frozen wheat, but also to note 
the effect of adding a percentage of 
oats to frozen wheat, or in other 
words, to compare various oat and 
frozen wheat combinations as rations 
for growing and finishing hogs for 
market, 

Four lots, with ten pure-bred York- 
shire pigs in each lotgwere used in 


this test. The pigs were farrowed in 
May and June and when the experi- 
ment started on August 23 their 


_|average age was 2% months and their 


average weight 52 pounds. One group 
was fed wheat chop, another group 
was fed three parts of wheat chop 
and one part oat chop, a third group 
two parts of wheat chop and one part 
oat chop and a fourth group equal 
parts wheat and oat chop, Tankage 
was fed to all lots at the rate of eight 
pounds to ninety-twe pounds of grain. 
Self-feeders were used in all lots. 

The frozen wheat used in the ex- 
periment graded No, 6 Feed and the 
oats for the most part graded 8 C. W. 
but were rather variable as to quality. 
Digester Tankage with a guaranteed 
analysis of fifty percent protein was 
fed. 


The results of this test indicated 
that satisfactory and reasonably econ- 
omical gains can be secured when 


frozen wheat is fed to pigs either as 
a sole grain or in combination with 
oats. The addition of oat chop, at 51

LORD HALDANE, NOTED BRIT- 
ISH STATESMAN DIES, COUN- 
TRY MOURNS 


London, Aug. 20.—The death of 


Viscount Haldane of Cloan, has 
thrown Britain into mourning for 
a man who though treated with 


“basest ingratitude” by his country,

nevertheless is recognized as having 
been one of the greatest war min- 
isters Britain ever possessed. 

Lord Haldane, in his 72nd year, 
died of heart attack at his home in 
Cloan yesterday. He had been taken 
ill in March, but later his condition 
improved. A few days ago he suf- 
fered a relapse. Lloyd George said 
no other British statesman had con- 
tributed more to the allied cause in 
the great war. 

“T always thought,” Lloyd George 
said, “that he was very harshly 
treated and in fact, treated with the 
basest ingratitude. He organized the 
territorials that saved us in the dark 
winter of 1915 when we had no other 
troops. He organized the general 
staff and was responsible for the ex- 
peditionary force that came so 
promptly to the assistance of 
France, Yet, in 1915 he was treated 
as if he were a traitor to his native 
Jand and it hurt him deeply, His was 
a fine intellect and a fine nature.” 

Entered Cabinet in 1905 

Lord Haldane entered the British 
cabinet in 1905 as secretary of state 
for war which portfolio he retained 
until he was named high chancellor 
of England in 1912. While head of 
the war office, perceiving the event- 
uality of Britain being involved in a 
war with Germany, he brought about 
a revision of the British general 
staff and the creation of a new army 
of “territorials.” This reorganiza- 
tion permitted Britain send a 
strong expeditionary force to France 
within a few days after the great

war began. 

But despite his foresight in pre- 
paring for the eventuality of war, 
Lord Haldane retained a love for 
German scholarship that excluded 
him from the coalition cabinet 
formed in 1915, to carry on the war, 
His declaration that “Germany is 
my spiritual home,” is credited with 
having forced him from the cabinet 
and resulted in a popular misunder- 
standing of his attitude. 

“Great War Minister” 

In a tribute to Lord Haldane, Win- 
ston Churchill, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, said his organization of the 
territorial army entitled Haldane to 
rank as one of the very few great 
war ministers that Britain has ever 
produced, 

“That credit which for a time was 
denied him in life,” the chancellor 
said, “surely will be accorded him by 
history and gratitude to his mem- 
ory will come from military students 
of all nations which fought as allies 
in the opening stages of the great 
war.” 

Born in Scotland in 1856 of an old 
Scotch family, Richard Burton Hal- 
dane was educated in Edinburgh 
University and later studied philos- 
ophy at Goettingen, Germany, where 
he acquired his enthusiasm for Ger- 
man Philosophy. He was created 
viscount of Cloan in 1911, Although 
in his early manhood he took up law, 
distinguishing himself as an ad- 
and jurist, but he became 
famous as a philosopher and states- 
man, After being obliged to retire 
from the cabinet in 1915, he remain- 
ed a judicial member of the privy 
council and in forsook the Aiberal 
party to enter the labor ministry of 
Ramsay MacDonald as lord chancel- 
lor.

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WHOLE FAMILY IS WIPED OUT 
IN CROSSING SMASH 


Calgary, Aug. 17—A_ whole 
family, consisting of a father, 
mother, two sons and a daughter 
was wiped out when the C. P. R. 
southbound train, crashed into an 
automobile containing five tourists 
at the level crossing, at the west 
end of the town of Okotoks, 30 miles 
south of Calgary at 7:30 o'clock 
Thursday evening. 

The dead are: 

Deputy Sheriff Arthur J. Clarke, 
aged 40 years, of Sunburst, Mont. 

Mrs. Arthur Clarke, aged 388 
years. 

Miss Ada Clarke, aged 16 years, 

Garry Clarke, aged 10 years. 

Lloyd Clarke, aged 5 years. 

Three Killed Instantly 

Mr. Clarke and the two boys were 
killed almost instantly, Mrs. Clarke 
died on the train while being rushed 
to the High River hospital at 9:30 
o’clock Thursday evening, and Ada 
Clarke died in the High River hos- 
pital at 9:80 o’clock Friday morning. 

The accident which was described 
as the worst in the history of the 
Calgary district is believed to have 
been caused when Clarke, driving a 
sedan into Okotoks, became ten:- 
porarily blinded by the almost 
oblique rays of the setting sun and 
failed to notice the approaching 
train which was just steaming into 
the Okotoks town limits after leav- 
ing Calgary at 6:30 o'clock. The 
bodies of Mr. Clarke and the two 
boys were brought to Calgary Thurs- 
day evening and taken to the Arm- 
strong Funeral Home, and the bodies 
of the mother and daughter are still 
in High River. 

Calgary, Aug. 20.--The level cross- 
ing collision at Okotoks last Thurs- 
day evening in which Deputy Sheriff 
Arthur J. Clarke of Sunburst, Mont., 
his wife and three children lost their 
lives, was accidental, and the train 
crew was in no way to blame. This 
was the finding of a coroner’s jury 
which sat at the inquest Saturday 
afternoon at Armstrong’s Funeral 
Home. 

According to the only independent 
eye-witness of the accident, Harry 
F. Robins of Okotoks, the Clarkes’ 
auto was going too fast when it 
approached the crossing. All witness- 
es agreed that the engineer gave 
sufficient warning of the train’s 
approach, while one witness stated 
the setting sun would have par- 
tially blinded Mr. Clarke, the driver 
of the auto. 

In returning its verdict, the jury 
recommended that adequate p1otec- 
tion against similar accidents sh 2uld 
be placed on the crossing, and that 
a slow order should be given all 
trains on that line. They also asked 
that their recommendations shoulc! 
be passed on to the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners.

searchers near Burntwood Lake, and 
brought by aeroplane to The Pas. 

It was a harrowing story that Tay- 
lor related to his For 
days he walked through the woods in 
the belief that he was on his way 
to settlement, only to find that he 
was hopelessly lost. 

Faced with starvation, had 
killed frogs and eaten them, and at 
times when driven to desperation had 
relieved his hunger by consuming 
dead fish found on the surface of the 
river. 

Latterly, he few half 
formed wild and the» 
stumbled across a potato patch plant- 
ed by an Indian. It was the uprooted 
tubers seen by a wandering native 
that gave the first authentic clue to 
his whereabouts. 

He must have travelled 300 miles 
in a huge circle to reach Burntwood 
Lake. 

Thé condition of the man when 
found by Fred Coleman, veteran 
prospector of Cobalt, Ont., and Capt, 
Kenyon, who piloted the Fokker 
search ‘plane, betrayed the extreme 
hardship and suffering which he had 
endured during his wanderings. His 
clothing was in tatters from pressing 
through dense underbrush, while bits 
of rags were bound around his feet 
for protection against the rough 
treating. 

Seven week's growth of beard cov- 
ertd his face, while his 
countenance showed that he could not 
have survived much, longer if aid 
had not reached him, Barely able to 
walk, he nevertheless showed his joy 
in having been returned to his wife 
and friends who had long since given 
him up for dead.

| Clydesdales, and a call by Mr. Weir, 
from Neweastle, in the morning had 
brought a pressing invitation from 
Messrs. A, & N. Templeton, of San-) 
dy Knowe, near Kelso, to visit them.

our friends from Deloraine, Mani- 
toba, but unfortunately a game could 


not be secured owing to its being 
Saturday. 
Our first engagement was to visit 


the Clydesdale Stud at Portobello, of 


Mr, Robert Park, owner among oth- 
er notable stock of “Brunstane 
Again” and “Brunstane Phyllis,” 


both of which, along with a number 


of fine colts, were shown for our 
benefit. To our astonishment all 
these animals, including the great 


stallion, were put through their paces 
by Mr.Parks’ twin daughters, girls of 
seventeen, whose competent horse- 
manship delighted us all, as did their 
modesty.

HOW TO MAKE 


CHEESE 


COTTAGE 


Use freshly coagulated or clabber- 
ed milk. Skim off cream. Set pan of 
clabbered milk in hot water and heat 
slowly until curd separates from 
whey. Be careful not to let milk be- 
come too hot or curd will be tough. 
Place in a strainer a piece of cheese- 
cloth rinsed in hot water. Strain heat- 
ed curd mixture until well drained. 

Crush curd in a bowl with a fork. 
Mixing with a wooden potato masher 
will break up lumps and give cheese 
a finer texture. Season’ to taste with 
sweet or sour cream, butter, salt and 
pepper. Finely chopped onion, pars- 
ley, water cress, celery, pimento or 
green pepper may be added,
